Work ’ » 


Men are sometimes heard to Santo because they have to work hard to 
make a living for themselves and families, but the man who makes the most 
bitter complaint is the one who is out of worrk, is anxious to work, and can- 
not obtain employment. Not “hard work,” but “out of work” is the real 
tragedy of life, 

The greatest problem confronting the Government and people of Great 
Brifain today is lack of employment, resulting in‘ million or more men living 
in idleness. The most serious side of this unfortunate situation, however, is 
not the loss of productive wealth which this army of potential workers might 
be creating; it is not the financial drain imposed on the GovernThent and 
charitable organizations in providing.a bare living for these men and their 
families; it is not even the amount of hardship and suffering which may be 
entailed. The really serious thing is the effect on the characters and morale 
of these men forced to live in idleness, and on young children who lack suffi- 
cient nourishment to develop strong bodies. 

Because many cannot obtain work, and the Government was. forced to 
provide a system of doles in order that these people\ might live, there has 
been a decided lowering in the morale of many, with the result that as time 
has passed thousands have become discouraged, indifferent and shiftless, and 
have reached that frame of mind Where they no longer want work and are 
quite content to drift along indefinitely subsisting on Government doles and 
charity. 5 

Prevailing conditions give added testimony to the tiuth of the old saying 
that Satan finds mischief for idle hands to do. Communism and Bolshevistic 
doctrines are openly preached in England and the gospel of a workless world 
taught. Many of those who are at work are ready to strike on the slightest 
provocation, notwithstanding the fact of thousands already out of employment. 
Others are slackers on their jobs and deliberately refrain from performing 
a fair day’s work. The result is that Great Britain is having difficulty in re- 
gaining its old pre-war eminence in world manufacturing. and commerce, and, 
as a result, industry cannot providé the volume!of employment that would 
otherwise be the case. 

European travellers comment en the entirely different picture* presented 
by France and Germany. In both of{Ahese countries the gospel of hard work 
Is both taught and practised. Germany is rapidly regaining its old trade and 
even increasing it over the pre-war figures. A writer, Comyns Beaumont by 
name, states that Germany’s exports to British India, the Dutch East Indies, 
Java and China were thirty per cent, greater in 1924 than in the pre-war year 
of 1913;. that Germany today manufactures ‘more pig-iron than Great Britain; 
that in Brazil and Argentina, imports from Germany far exceed those from 
Great Britain; that in China, East Africa, South Africa and India, Germany's 
trade is advancing by leaps and bounds, while in the case of India especially 
Britain's trade is falling off. > 

Hard work is not a curse, but a blessing. The man who works hard and 
throws his whole energy into his task is, as a rule, a contented and happy 
man, It is the idler who is the malcontent, the fault finder, the mischief 
maker. The theory of a workless world being a paradise is the most insane 
of all fallacies, and that section of the British people who appear to have 
accepted a state of unemployment as a permanent, inevitable and not wholly 
undesirable condition, had better awaken to this fact before it is too Jate. 

Nor is it in Britain alone that people require to bestir themselves and 
come to a full realization of the great truth that in work, hard work, is to be 
found their own salvation and the salvation of their gountry. There are men 
who say, and seem to think, that thelr country owes them a living. This is 
not so. No country owes any man a living ugless he is prepared to work 
for it. Nothing of permanent value can™be gained in this world xcept 
through work; and the man who refuses to work has nebody but himself to 
thank if he gets little or nothing out of life,

Value of Farm Lands 


According to a bulletin issued 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statis} 
tics, the average value of occupied 
farm lands-in Alberta is placed at 
$25 an acre, compared with $24 
for 1923. The highest average is 
British Columbia with $96 an acre. 
Alberta has the lowest average 
price per acre of occupied farm 
lands in all the provinces of Can- 
ada, save Saskatchewan. where the 
average value is estimated at $24 
an acre. Manitoba’s average is 
$28 an aere. 


Municipalities Have Done Well. 


Sixty-eight municipalities in Al- 
berta during 1924 were able to fi- 
nance their operations during the 
whole of that year without a cent 
of borrowed money, according to 
the annual report of the provincial 
Department of Municipal affairs 
which was presented to the Legis- 
lature the past week. Out of the 
total of 166 municipal districts in 
the province, only eight have out- 
staeding debenture indebtedness, 
which totals $61,000,000. Of the 
1o1 districts which had to borrow 
money for current year’s operat- 
ions, all but 29 repaid the borrow- 
ings for the year. The districts 
have met all the debenture pay- 
ments falling due in 1924. 

The debenture issues of muni- 
cipalities during the year tataled 
as follows:- Cities $3,756,196.98, 
towns $15,000, villages $9,500, 
grand total $3,780,696,98 of which 
$3,699,843.58 was for »refunding 
issues, leaving $80,853.40 as new 
issues, 

Wild land tax was levied in 
1924 ON 4,394.108 acres, the levy 
totaling $537,025.83. : 

The revenue of the department 
was slightly increased from 1923, 
tataling $2,332,534.55, which, how- 
ever, was short of the estimated

University Report. 


In 1924 the University of Alber- 
ta had 1,341 registered students, 
according to the annual report of 
that ihstitution. Of these 908 were 
men and 433 women. These of 
British birth were 905 of which 700 
were Canadian and Albertans. 
Those of foreign birth totalled 250, 
of which 193 were Americans. 
There were 186 not specified, The 
registrations in the various facul- 
ties were as follows: - 

Arts and sciences 738, applied 
science 117, medicine 200, law 109, 
agriculture 168, pharmacy 46, cor- 
respondence courses 94, Bachelor 
of Divinity 3, nursing 17. Total 
1,482, minus 141 in double courses 
leaving thé net total registrations 
at 1,341. 

The University received during 
the year a total of $525,000 from 
the  Rockefellér Foundation of 
which $25,000 was interest on the 
endowment of $500,000. 


Million-bushel Spipping Points. 


Four points on the Lethbridge 
division of the C.P. R. shipped 
more than a million bushels of 
grain each in the shipping season 
of 1924-25. These points were Vul- 
can with 1,135.000 bushels, High 
River with 1,032,000 bushels, Nan- 
ton with 1,029,000 bushels, and 
Cardston with 1,0U0,800 bushels. 
The total shipments of the division 
to March 1st, were 22,500,000 bus- 
hels of which 19,759,000 bushels 
was wheat. 


Good Price For Land. 


A price of $83 an acre fora farm 
near Claresholm, Alberta, was re- 
ported ina sale made during the 
past week. This is the highest price 
paid in that district for some years, 
according to the Lethbridge Her- 
ald.

Arrangements are now being 
made for the shipment of 100,000 
tons of coal from Alberta mines to 
the Ontario market, under special 
arrangement with the railways, 
the provincial government of Al- 
berta and Ontario and the Federal 
government. 


High River’s Big Horse Sale. 


A huge auction sale of horses at 
High River, which become an an- 
ual event, was instituted last week, 
the total amount realized at the 
first sale being $35,000, with $445 
paid for a fine team of percherons, 
There were 458 horses entered for 
sale, 


Rural Credit Societies Do Well. 


Rural Credit societies in Alberta 
appear to be in a healthy state, ac- 
cording to reports available in the 
provincial government offices, With 
about $900,000 outstanding collect- 
ions during 1924 amounted to 
about 60 per cent. which is con- 
sidered a good showing. ‘There are 
now 28 rural credit.societies in the 
province. The government recently 
was able to secure for the societies 
a reduction on interest rates to 6 
per cent. 


Short Course on Bacon Hogs. 


The indications are for a good 
attendance of farmers at the short 
course on bacon hogs to be beld at 
the Dominion Experimental farm 
at Lacombe, on March 26 and 27. 
This is being held under the aus- 
pices of the Dominion Livestock 
Branch, Dominion Experimental 
Farms Branch, Provincial Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Faculty of 
Agriculture of the University. The 
program of the first day will in- 
clude discussion of the feeding and 
management of hogs at the morn- 
ing session and discussion and dem- 
onstration of the market type of 
hogs in the afternoon. On the sec- 


ond day there will be discussic n| 
and demonstration on the type of! 
breeding hogs in the morning and | 
inspection and discussion on bacon

~An extension of time for at 
further period of two years from 
March, 1926, to those provinces which 


have been unabie to earn the federal 
aid for highways originally granted 
under the Dominion act of 1919, was 
Assured by Hon. G. P. Graham, minis- 
ter of railways and canals, to a dele- 
gation of the Canadian Good Roads 
Association which waited on Premtey 
King and members of the cabinet.. 


lremier King promised sympathetic 
consideration of the proposal to recog- 
nize the principle of federal aid ewe 
good roads. Premier Veniot of New 
Brunswick, who headed the delegation 
in lis capacity as president of the 
Good Roads Association of Canada, 
urged that it was the recognition of 
this principle rather than the grant 
of any specific sum, that the delega- 
tion wanted. é 

He pointed out that the Federal 
Government had benefited by the con- 
struction of good roads through cheap- 
er contracts for mail deliveries and 
still-more through customs revenue 
on the enormously increased number 
of automobiles the good roads brought 
into the country. He suggested that 
the provinces should get a share of 


this revenue on automobiles as do the; 


state treasuries in the United States. 

Premier Veniot asked that an exten- 
sion of‘time be granted to the prov- 
inces of Manitoba, Abberta and Sas 
katcehwan in order that they might 
earn their share of the money already 
voted by the Federal Pafliament 
aid to the gdéod roads system.

Going To Singapore 


Largest Underwater 
Built By Great Britain 

London.—Buiit at a cost of £820,- 
000, Britain’s giant submarine XL., 
shortly will conclude her trials and 
probably start on a tour to Singapore 
and back. She is declared to be the 
most powerful underwater craft ever 
built, and has developed a speed of 37 
knots on the surface. Under water 
she has a displacement of 3,000 tons 
and can be turned almost in her own 
length of 350 feet.

Montreal.—Miss Bertha Belanger, 
aged 21, died in hospital from burns 
she suffered when her “snowball” cOs- 
tume, in which she was going to a 
party, caught fire during the taking of 
a. flashlight_photograph. Her escort, 
Alexandre Dore, ‘aged 28, in whose 
room on Stanley Street the tragedy 
Occurred, and who was also badly 
burned, is reported to be recovering. 


Agreement Is Ratified 

Tokio.-The privy council ratified 
the agreement recently arrived, at be- 
tween the Japanese and Soviet ambas- 
sadors at Peking establishing diplo- 
matic relations between the two goy- 
crnments,. The exchange of ratifica- 
tions took place at Peking, Feb. 26.

Golden Text: The Lord is risen in- 
deed. + Luke 24.34, 


Lesson: John 20,1-18, 
Devotional Reading: Psalm 16.5-11. 


The Text Explained and Illumined 

The Visit of Mary Magdalene to the 
Tomb of Christ, verses 1, 2. On 
Sunday, the first day of the week, 
Mary Magdelene came early to the 
tomb of Jesus. Maty Magdelene was 
from the viliage of Magdala north of 
Tiberias; see Mk. 16.9. What Jesus 
had done for her is told in Lk. 8.2. 
She had been one of those near the 
cross (Jo. 19.23; Lk. 8.2). There 
were others with her, as the “we” 
in the next verse Indicates, and they 
had come to embalm the body of 
Jesus (Mt. 28.1; Mk. 16.1; Lk. 24.1, 10). 

A stone had been placed over the en- 
trance of the tomb (Mk. 15.46) &nd 
sealed (Mt. 27.66). It was probably 
a cylindrical stone which.could be 
rolled to either side in a groove at 
the base of the opening.
